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GENERAL  HEALTH. 

The  general  state  of  health  which  prevailed  amongst  the 
inmates  during  the  past  year  was  of  an  unusually  high  standard, 
no  serious  illness  of  any  kind  having  occurred,  and  those  cases 
which  required  medical  or  surgical  treatment  being  of  the  most 
ordinary  and  comparatively  trifling  nature ;  a  condition  of 
things,  it  is  needless  to  say,  of  incalculable  moment  in  such  an 
institution,  and  calling  for  the  expression  of  much  thankfulness. 

MORTALITY. 

During  the  year,  with  an  average  daily  number  of  patients 
of  347.21,  the  entire  mortality  was  only  eighteen,  twelve  males 
and  six  females,  being  under  six  per  cent.,  whereas  anything 
below  11  or  12  per  cent,  is  considered  alow  average.  The 
deaths  for  the  preceding  year  (very  few  also),  were  twenty-five, 
with  an  average  daily  number  of  342,  so  that  in  every  point  of 
view  this  year’s  mortality  was  exceedingly  small  indeed.  The 
causes  of  death  were — viz.,  maniacal  exhaustion,  four  (females); 
paralysis,  three  (females)  ;  epilepsy,  two  (males)  ;  dropsy,  two 
(males)  ;  general  debility,  two  (males);  pulmonary  consumption, 
two  (a  male  and  female)  ;  apoplexy,  one  (male)  ;  dysentery, 
one  (male). 

One  case  of  suicide  occurred  during  the  year,  that  of  a 
female,  aged  38,  an  inmate  a  week  only,  and  who  thus 
terminated  her  existence,  after  retiring  to  rest,  between  night 
and  morning,  by  suspending  herself,  by  means  of  the  sheet  of 
her  bed,  from  the  ventilator  of  her  room.  Before  her  admission 
she  attempted  self-destruction  by  cutting  her  throat.  A11 
inquest  was  held  on  the  body,  by  J.  K.  Jackson,  Esq.,  the 
District  Coroner,  and  a  verdict  returned  according  to  the 
above  facts,  no  blame  being  attributed  by  the  jury  to  any  party, 
the  unhappy  event  being  just  one  of  those  cases  which  no 
ordinary  human  foresight  could  have  prevented.  The  oldest 
of  the  death  cases  (a  male),  had  reached  the  advanced  age  of 
79,  and  had  been  an  inmate  nine  and  a  quarter  years.  Another, 
aged  73,  a  male  also,  had  been  twenty-eight  years  and  upwards 
in  the  house.  A  third  male,  aged  6G,  completed  a  residence  of 
twenty-nine  years.  A  fourth  male,  nearly  15  years.  The  average 
age  of  the  males  was  49,  the  oldest  being,  as  above  stated,  79, 
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and  the  youngest  26.  The  average  age  of  the  females  32,  the 
oldest  being  44,  and  the  youngest  26.  The  longest  inmateship 
of  any  of  the  latter  did  not  exceed  18  months,  and  the  others 
were  under  treatment  for  periods  varying  from  one  year  to 
one  week. 

SUICIDAL  AND  HOMICIDAL  CASES. 

Of  the  above  classes  who  became  inmates  during  the  year 
now  terminated,  twenty-five  (eight  males  and  seventeen 
females),  were  suicidally  disposed  ;  and  fifteen  (nine  males  and 
six  females),  had  a  homicidal  tendency.  Of  the  suicidals,  four 
(one  male  and  three  females),  made  actual  attempts  at  self- 
destruction  before  their  admission  by  strangulation  ;  three 
(females),  by  submersion  ;  three  (females),  by  cutting  the  throat, 
precipitation  from  a  window,  and  poison  respectively. 

ACCOMMODATION  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

The  same  report  has  to  be  made  on  this  head  as  last  year — 
namely,  that  throughout  the  entire  year  every  available  space  was 
fully  occupied — even  beds  were  put  into  the  attendants’  rooms, 
that  could  accommodate  them,  in  order  to  admit  the  press  of 
cases,  with  the  least  possible  delay,  which  were  passed  by  the 
Board,  and  still  it  was  impossible  to  receive  all  the  applicants. 
At  the  present  time  the  house  is  filled  to  the  utmost — con¬ 
siderably  overcrowded  in  fact,  and  five  cases  in  ordinary  are  on 
the  books  for  admission,  as  vacancies  may  arise,  independently 
of  several  committed  to  the  gaols  of  the  district  as  “  Dangerous 
Lunatics,”  under  warrant  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  there  to  be 
detained  until  they  can  be  transmitted  here. 

FIRE  IN  THE  LAUNDRY. 

In  the  month  of  August  last,  a  serious  fire  occurred  in  the 
drying  closet  attached  to  the  Laundry,  and  before  it  could  be 
extinguished  much  damage  resulted,  the  flames  having  rapidly 
increased  to  a  most  alarming  extent.  The  closet,  which  was 
heated  by  hot  air  pipes,  was  full  of  dried  clothes  at  the  time,  and 
some  portions  of  them  having  come  in  contact  with  the  stove 
which  had  gotten  overheated,  the  entire  contents  of  the  closet 
were  immediately  in  flames.  The  damage  sustained  was  under 
£300,  and  was  fully  covered  by  insurance.  This  very  impor¬ 
tant  department  of  the  Institution,  as  erected  by  the  authority 
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of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  was  never  sufficiently  adequate 
to  meet  the  wants  of  so  large  an  establishment,  and,  accordingly, 
the  Governors,  after  much  consideration,  resolved  not  to  restore 
it  as  originally  planned,  but  to  supplement  the  proceeds  arising 
from  insurance,  by  erecting  Laundry  buildings  sufficiently 
spacious,  with  a  better,  more  economical,  and  a  safer 
system  of  drying  through  the  means  of  steam.  This 
new  department  is  only  just  now  come  into  operation,  and 
from  the  trial  made  of  it,  every  satisfaction  has  been  given, 
and,  no  doubt,  will  continue  to  be  afforded,  especially  as  re- 
gards  the  facility  of  drying,  which  has  been  greatly  improved 
and  simplified,  with  a  considerably  increased  space  for  that 
purpose,  thus  adding  to  the  domestic  comfort  and  convenience 
of  the  House  to  an  incalculable  extent. 

SUPPLY  OF  WATER. 

To  the  present  time,  the  water  required  for  the  purposes  of 
the  establishment  has  been  raised  by  a  force  pump  by  the 
labour  of  the  patients.  During  the  year  now  ended,  the  subject 
of  erecting  a  steam-engine  for  pumping  was  again  under  special 
consideration,  and,  in  fact,  is  still  prominently  before  the  Board. 
It  is  considered  that  this  description  of  work  is  more  or  less 
objectionable  for  patients — not  so  much,  however,  from  its 
fatiguing  as  its  monotonous  nature.  But  on  this  head,  it  may 
be  observed,  that  several  of  the  inmates  are  so  accustomed  to 
this  species  of  employment — one  which  is  more  in  appearance 
than  in  reality  of  a  questionable  character — that  they  would 
do  nothing  else,  and,  consequently,  would  so  far  suffer  from 
the  disuse  of  pumping.  Still,  as  the  consumption  of  water 
is  very  large,  a  steam-engine  would  .be  of  importance,  in  the 
event  of  water  from  the  town  not  being  obtainable  on 
advantageous  terms,  but  which,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  it  may,  as 
under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  taking  into  account 
the  local  difficulties  and  inconveniences  in  the  way  of  erecting  a 
steam-engine,  would,  unquestionably,  be  the  more  desirable 
and  certain  mode  of  having  this  essential  element  always  and 
liberally  at  command. 
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REPORT  OP  THE  COMMISSIONERS  APPOINTED  TO  INQUIRE  INTO  THE 
STATE  OF  THE  LUNATIC  ASYLUMS  IN  IRELAND. 

In  November  last  a  copy  of  this  report  was  laid  before  the 
Board  of  Governors,  together  with  a  copy  of  Dr.  Nugent’s 
observations  thereon,  as  published  in  a  letter  addressed  to  Lord 
Naas,  the  Chief  Secretary  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant.  Decently, 
the  Board  having  discovered  that  some  mistakes  of  a  very  serious 
nature  against  the  administration  of  this  Institution  were  con- 
tained  in  the  Commissioners’  Report,  in  respect  of  the  con¬ 
sumption  of  certain  articles  of  food,  the  subject  was  brought 
under  the  special  notice  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  subsequently 
before  the  House  of  Commons.  The  correspondence  and  pro¬ 
ceedings  on  that  head  will  be  found  embodied  in  the  appendix 
to  this  report. 

“LUNATIC  POOR  (IRELAND)  BILL.” 

In  February  last  a  copy  of  this  Bill,  as  introduced  into  the 
House  of  Commons  by  Lord  Naas  and  the  Atlorney-General  for 
Ireland,  was  laid  before  the  Board,  the  same  having  been  drawn 
up  in  a  great  measure,  according  to  the  recommendations  con¬ 
tained  in  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry,  as  above 
referred  to.  The  proceedings  of  the  Board  in  connexion  with 
it  are  also  herewith  annexed. 

The  Bill  in  question  is  exceedingly  novel  and  obnoxious 
in  many  of  its  provisions,  and  proposes  changes  in  the  existing 
well-understood  system  of  government  of  the  Irish  District 
Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  which  are  of  an  exceedingly 
problematical  nature,  but  into  which  this  would  not  be  the 
place  to  enter.  It  may  be  observed,  however,  that  so  far  as 
regards  the  duties  and  position  of  the  Chief  Officer  of  those 
establishments — the  Physician- Superintendent — the  provisions 
of  the  Bill  are  most  coercive,  and  to  a  large  degree 
derogatory.  There  are  no  fewer  than  seven  penal  clauses  in 
it  directly  affecting  the  Superintendent,  the  penalties  varying 
from  two  pounds  to  twenty  pounds,  and  independently  of  these 
special  penal  clauses  in  the  Bill  itself,  power  is  given  to  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  “  to  annex  such  penalties  as  he  may  think  fit.” 
Besides  those  harsh  and  humiliating  provisions,  authority  is 
given  to  any  single  “visiter”  (the  new  designation  for  a 
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Governor  or  Director)  to  make  midnight  or  domiciliary  visits, 
which  ar  eentirely  unknown  in  the  English  County  Asylums. 
Abuses  of  a  grave  character  have,  from  time  to  time,  come 
before  the  public,  as  occurring  in  some  of  the  Private  Asylums 
in  England — not,  however,  in  the  public  ones  of  that  country, 
which  possibly  required  such  enactments  as  the  foregoing — 
but  in  Ireland,  with  the  experience  of  upwards  of  half  a  century, 
in  the  management  of  her  Institutions,  generally,  for  the  Insane, 
no  single  act  of  cruelty  or  malapraxis  or  complaint  is  on 
record,  in  regard  to  their  conduct,  directly  or  indirectly ;  and 
having  thus  long  supported  a  character  and  place  of  the  highest 
degree,  it  savours  much  of  hardship  and  uncalled  for  penal 
severity,  that  any  such  degrading  provisions,  as  those  above 
referred  to,  should  now  he  attempted  to  be  made  part  and  parcel 
of  the  law  of  the  land. 

DONATION  TO  THE  ASYLUM. 

A  very  gratifying  circumstance  came  lately  under  the  notice 
of  the  Board  in  regard  to  a  former  patient  who,  duly  appreciating 
the  benefit  he  had  received  whilst  an  inmate  of  the  Institution, 
desired  to  present  to  its  funds  a  sum  of  £20  in  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  the  good  services  it  had  been  happily  instrumental  in 
rendering  to  him.  The  Board,  highly  estimating  this  entirely 
voluntary  act  of  generosity  on  the  part  of  this  former  patient, 
found,  however,  that  they  could  not  receive  it  in  the  way 
proposed  by  the  grateful  donor ;  but  it  having  been  intimated 
to  him  that  his  wishes  could  be  carried  into  effect  by  permitting 
the  sum  of  money  stated  to  be  expended  in  some  way  that  might  be 
for  the  amusement  and  recreation  of  the  patients,  he  at  once  gave 
his  full  approval  to  this  suggestion  ;  and,  accordingly,  as  it  had 
been  on  a  former  occasion  proposed  that  a  self-acting  organ  would 
be  a  very  desirable  and  soothing  instrument  to  have  for  the 
patients,  and  one  of  that  description  being  procurable  for  the 
above  sum,  the  Board  approved  of  the  money  so  presented  being 
allocated  in  the  purchase  thereof,  and  which,  having  since  been 
obtained,  the  organ  has  been  affording  the  greatest  pleasure  to 
the  inmates  generally.  - 

The  Resident  Physician  desires  now,  in  conclusion,  to  tender 
his  best  thanks  to  the  Governors  for  their  continued  kindness

District  Lunatic  Asylum, 
Belfast ,  February  11,  1859. 


I  have  been  directed  by  the  Governors  re¬ 
spectfully  to  request  that  you  will  take  the  earliest  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  calling  the  special  attention  of  his  Excellency  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  to  the  following  serious  errors  contained  in 
the  Report  of  the  Royal  “  Commissioners  of  Inquiry  into  the 
state  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  in  Ireland/’  as  presented  to  Par¬ 
liament  at  the  end  of  the  last  Session : — 

The  errors  in  question  are  at  page  45  of  the  Commissioners’ 
Report,  in  the  Return  “  shewing  the  total  of  articles  consumed 
in  each  of  the  several  District  Asylums  for  the  year  ended 
25th  December,  1856.”  In  that  Return,  under  the  head  of 
“  Bread,”  the  quantity  given  as  consumed  in  this  Asylum  is 
but  “  28,5881bs.,”  whereas  it  was  nearly  four  times  that  amount 
— viz.,  99,8981bs. 

Again,  as  regards  “  Ox-lieads”  in  the  same  Return,  this 
Asylum  has  a  blank  attached  to  it ;  whereas  797  were  used,  as 
duly  stated  to  the  Commissioners. 

The  Governors  might  also  adduce  another  error  (but  of 
minor  consequence)  in  the  same  Return,  in  respect  to  Tea, 
which  is  set  down  ten  pounds  less  than  it  should  have  been  ; 
but  it  is  more  particularly  with  reference  to  the  “  Bread”  and 
“  Ox-heads”  that  the  Governors  consider  the  entire  official 
staff  of  the  Institution  to  be  most  deeply  compromised  before 
Parliament,  and  the  public  generally,  by  the  above  extraordi¬ 
nary,  and,  to  them,  entirely  unaccountable  mistakes,  on  the 
part  of  the  Royal  Commissioners — mistakes  which  they  now 
earnestly  request  His  Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  have 
immediately  inquired  into,  and  the  correct  statement  made  as 
public  as  the  erroneous  one  has  been. 

The  Governors  feel  the  more  strongly  and  deeply  on  this 
point,  inasmuch  as,  at  page  14  of  the  Commissioners’  Report, 
the  following  extract,  imputing  nothing  short  of  fraud,  occurs, 
viz. : — “  Copies  of  the  Dietary  Tables  of  Asylums,  and  of 
Returns  shewing  the  consumption  of  the  principal  articles  of 
food,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  These  Returns,  however, 
differ  widely  from  the  allowances  specified  in  the  diet  tables  of 
some  Asylums,  and  we  cannot  reconcile  the  apparent  discrepancy . 
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If  the  Returns  of  consumption  are  correct,  the  patients  cannot 
receive  the  amount  of  food  professed  to  be  allowed  to  them 

The  Governors  have  only  to  observe,  with  reference  to  the 
above  quoted  extract — the  italics  in  which  are  their  own — that, 
as  regards  the  Belfast  Asylum,  “  the  apparent  discrepancy”  is 
at  once  acccounted  for  by  the  Commissioners’  own  palpably 
incorrect  Return,  and  they  now  respectfully  and  firmly  claim 
the  right  of  having  the  unwarrantable  imputation  it  contains 
against  the  administration  of  this  Institution  (implying  both 
fraud  and  cruelty)  publicly  disclaimed.  The  Governors  enclose 
herewith  an  extract  from  the  Office  Copy  of  the  Return  with 
which  the  Commissioners  were  supplied  of  the  articles  con¬ 
sumed  here  in  1856,  as  well  as  an  extract  from  their  own 
(the  Commissioners)  “  table,”  so  far  as  relates  to  the  Belfast 
Asylum,  of  those  articles,  in  order  to  shew  how  materially

At  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  held  here  yesterday,  directions  were  given  to  me  to 
forward  to  you  the  enclosed  copy  of  a  letter,  &c.  (now  printed 
for  convenience),  as  transmitted  by  the  Board  to  the  Lord 
Lieutenant,  with  reference  to  the  matter  therein  stated,  the

At  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Belfast 
District  Lunatic  Asylum,  held  in  the  Board-Room,  on  Monday, 
Feb.  21,  1859 — the  Very  Rev.  the  Dean  of  Ross  in  the  chair 
— a  copy  of  the  “  Lunatic  Poor  (Ireland)  Bill  ” — which  was 
read  a  first  time  in  the  House  of  Commons,  on  the  7th  instant 
— as  introduced  by  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Naas,  Chief 
Secretary  for  Ireland,  and  the  Right  Honourable  the  Attorney- 
General  for  Ireland,  having  been  laid  before  the  Board,  and 
many  of  its  provisions  appearing  exceedingly  objectionable  in 
principle,  and  likely,  if  passed  into  law,  to  prove  most  injurious 
to  the  Lunatic  Poor  of  Ireland,  it  was  thereupon  unanimously 

Resolved — That  a  respectful  application  be  made  to  Lord  Naas  and  Mr. 
The  Attorney-General  for  Ireland,  to  suspend  all  further  proceedings  in 
Parliament  until  the  several  Boards  of  Governors  in  Ireland  shall  have 
sufficient  time  for  due  consideration  of  the  Bill ;  and,  in  particular,  until 
this  Board  shall  be  able  to  confer  with  the  Grand  Juries  of  the  Counties  of 
Antrim,  Down,  and  Carrick Fergus,  at  the  approaching  Assizes. 

That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieu¬ 
tenant  of  Ireland,  the  Members  of  Parliament  for  the  Counties  of  Antrim, 
Down,  and  Carrickfergus ;  also,  to  the  Members  for  Belfast,  Lisburn,  Down¬ 
patrick,  and  Newry  ;  and  that  they  be  earnestly  requested,  without  delay, 
to  support  the  application  of  this  Board  to  the  Irish  Secretary  and  the 
Attorney-General. 

That  copies  be  also  transmitted  to  the  several  Boards  of  Governors  of  the 
other  District  Asylums  in  Ireland.

The  Humble  Petition  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
Belfast  District  Lunatic  Asylum , 

HUMBLY  SHEWETH, 

That  your  Petitioners  are  duly 
appointed  Governors  of  the  Belfast  District  Lunatic 
Asylum,  by  the  authority  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Privy 
Council  of  Ireland,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
57  Geo.  III.,  Cap.  106. 

That  this  Institution  has  been  in  operation  since  the  year 
1829>  having  been  established  by  virtue  of  the  above-men¬ 
tioned  Act,  for  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  Lunatic  Poor 
of  the  Counties  of  Down  and  Antrim,  and  of  the  County  of 
the  Town  of  Carrickfergus. 
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That  your  Petitioners,  taking  a  deep  interest  in  all  matters 
connected  with  the  welfare  of  this  Asylum,  have  read  with 
much  attention  a  Bill  now  before  your  honourable  House, 
entitled  the  “  Lunatic  Poor  (Ireland)  Bill.” 

That  your  Petitioners,  after  maturely  deliberating  on  the 
provisions  of  the  above  Bill,  and  after  a  lengthened  experience 
from  the  closest  attention  to  their  duties,  as  Governors  of  the 
above  Asylum,  and  a  practical  acquaintance  with  its  progress, 
and  great  success,  under  the  operation  of  the  existing  law, 
entertain  grave  objections  to  many  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Bill  before  your  honourable  House,  which  appear  to  them 
exceedingly  undesirable  and,  likely,  if  passed  into  law,  greatly 
to  impair  the  successful  management  of  such  Asylums,  and  to 
prove  most  injurious  to  the  future  interests  of  the  Insane  Poor 
of  Ireland. 

That  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  appearing  to  have  been 
largely  drawn  from  the  Lunacy  Acts  in  operation  in  England, 
which  are  now  before  a  Committee  of  your  honourable  House, 
to  report  upon,  and  for  revision,  your  Petitioners  humbly  pray 
that  you  will  be  pleased  to  suspend  the  further  progress  of  this 
measure,  until,  at  all  events,  such  Report  shall  be  made,  and 
the  revision  of  the  English  Acts  shall  have  been  completed. 

A  Select  Committee  of  your  honourable  House  having  been 
appointed  to  consider  the  provisions  of  “  The  Lunatic  Poor 
(Ireland)  Bill,”  your  Petitioners  have  learned,  with  great  re¬ 
gret,  that  said  Committee  has  not  yet  obtained  power  to 
examine  witnesses. 

Your  Petitioners,  therefore,  humbly  pray,  that,  should 
your  honourable  House  proceed  with  the  said  Bill,  you 
will  be  pleased  to  grant  power  to  the  Committee  so 
appointed,  to  summon  witnesses,  in  order  that  your  Petitioners 
may  have  an  opportunity  of  submitting  evidence  in  support 
of  their  strong  objections  to  the  Bill  and  its  provisions,  which 
have  been  stated,  officially,  to  be  based  on  the  “  Report  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry  into  the  State  of  the  Lunatic 
Asylums  in  Ireland” — a  Report  which  contains,  as  your 
Petitioners  are  ready  to  prove,  numerous  and  grave  mis-state¬ 
ments,  both  direct  and  implied,  in  regard  to  this  Institution  ; 
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and,  so  far  as  your  Petitioners  understand,  in  regard  to  other 
similar  Institutions  in  Ireland. 

Your  Petitioners  view  with  alarm  that  any  legislation, 
comprehending  such  an  entire  change  in  the  administration  of 
the  Irish  Asylums,  should  be  based  upon  such  Report ; 
particularly  from  the  course  adopted  by  the  Commissioners  in 
taking  evidence — a  course  which,  Petitioners  confidently  submit, 
was  not  calculated  to  elicit  such  general  information  as  to 
justify  the  extensive  changes  proposed,  or  to  inspire  confidence 
in  the  impartiality  of  the  Commissioners ;  for,  instead  of  con¬ 
stituting  an  open  Court  in  Dublin,  or  some  other  central 
position,  to  obtain  evidence  of  an  efficient  character,  and  have 
the  same,  and  the  opinions  offered,  scrutinised  in  such  manner 
as  might  have  led  to  sound  practical  results,  the  Commissioners 
adopted  the  plan  of  visiting  each  Asylum,  and  taking  such 
evidence  as  was  offered  to  them,  not  only  local,  but  ex-parte. 

Your  Petitioners,  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
conducting  the  Inquiry  in  a  public  manner,  as  most  likely  to 
lead  to  beneficial  results,  did,  on  the  23rd  October,  1856,  and 
prior  to  such  Inquiry  being  entered  upon,  address  a  letter  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  said  Commissioners,  in  which  the  following 
passage  occurs : — 

“  We  respectfully  suggest,  that,  in  order  to  render  the  labours 
of  the  Commissioners  full,  searching,  and  satisfactory,  their 
Inquiries  should  be  conducted  under  two  great  divisions — viz., 
one  central,  and  the  other  local. 

“  The  Central  Investigation  should,  in  our  estimation,  be 
held  in  Dublin,  where  parties  nominated  may  attend,  where 
evidence  and  statements  shall  be  made  in  open  Court,  where  the 
cross-examination  of  witnesses  may  be  carried  out  by  authorised 
representatives  of  the  several  Asylums,  and  where,  through  a 
searching  public  Inquiry,  all  important  suggestions  and  infor¬ 
mation  may  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the  subject.  The  Local 
Investigation  should,  in  our  opinion,  be  held  in  each  Asylum, 
the  same  principles  of  conducting  the  Inquiry,  as  above  set 
forth,  being  fully  recognised. 

“  We  have  thus  ventured  to  indicate  a  course  which,  if 
adopted,  would,  in  our  judgment,  be  calculated  to  prove  highly 
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beneficial  in  relation  to  the  general  interests  of  the  Irish  Lunatic 
Asylums,  and  conclude  by  stating  our  firm  conviction,  that  any 
investigation,  conducted  on  principles  less  comprehensive,  will 
be  unsatisfactory  to  the  public,  who  take  a  lively  interest  in  the 
well-being  of  these  establishments.” 

Instead  of  adopting  the  course  thus  respectfully  suggested 
by  Petitioners,  the  Commissioners  merely  held  a  Local  Inquiry, 
and — in  this  Asylum,  at  least — declined  permitting  any  cross- 
examination  of  witnesses,  except  by  members  of  their  own 
body.  Consequently,  Petitioners  respectfully  submit  that 
any  Report,  upon  an  Inquiry  so  conducted,  should  not  be  acted 
upon  without  an  opportunity  to  offer  further  evidence,  with 
a  view,  in  case  of  any  change  being  made,  to  mature  such  a 
system  of  administration,  as  would  be  alike  permanent  and 
beneficial ;  and  which  Petitioners  have  reason  to  think  would 
be  the  result,  were  the  Select  Committee  so  appointed  em¬ 
powered  to  take  evidence  thereon. 

That  such  a  Bill  appears,  in  the  mind  of  your  Petitioners, 
and  others,  to  be  the  more  extraordinary  from  the  fact  that, 
whilst  the  laws  of  England,  for  the  treatment  of  the  Insane 
Poor,  have  worked  so  unsatisfactorily  as  to  call  forth  a  Com¬ 
mittee  of  your  honourable  House,  which  is  now  sitting  to 
receive  evidence  on,  and  report,  it  appears  intended  to  base 
the  changes  of  the  laws  of  the  Irish  Asylums  upon  the  English 
system,  which  will  most  probably  be  remodelled. 

Y our  Petitioners,  consequently,  again  most  respectfully  urge 
that,  in  case  evidence  be  not  received  before  the  Select  Com¬ 
mittee  now  appointed  for  the  consideration  of  “  The  Lunatic 
Poor  (Ireland)  Bill,”  that  legislation  in  respect  thereof  be 
suspended,  at  least  until  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
English  Lunacy  Acts  shall  have  been  submitted  to  your 
honourable  House. 

Your  Petitioners  do  not  consider  that  the  plan  of  placing  the 
management  and  government  of  the  Asylums  of  Ireland  alto¬ 
gether  in  a  Board  of  Visitors,  chosen  annually  by  the  Grand 
Jury  of  each  County,  who  are  themselves  a  fluctuating 
body,  nominated  every  half-year  by  the  respective  Sheriffs, 
(Officers  annually  appointed  by  the  Crown),  would  afford 
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satisfaction  in  the  management  of  the  important  trusts  of 
such  Institutions,  either  to  the  public  or  the  unhappily 
afflicted  Inmates  for  whose  benefit  such  Asylums  have  been 
established,  inasmuch  as  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  such  Visitors,  which  is  of  the  most  onerous  and  varied 
kind,  would  require  years  of  practical  experience  to  become 
acquainted  with  their  performance,  should  not  be  largely 
subject  to  uncertainty  or  change. 

That  the  Grand  Jury  system  is,  in  itself,  being  subject  to 
Parliamentary  Revision,  and  likely,  ere  long,  tobe  fundamentally 
changed ;  and  your  Petitioners  submit  that,  until  it  shall  be 
placed  on  a  more  permanent  footing,  the  proposed  legislation 
should  be  delayed. 

That,  should  the  contemplated  Bill  pass  into  a  law,  there  would 
not  be  the  same  Parliamentary  or  public  control  over  the 
conduct  of  Visitors  appointed  under  the  proposed  Act;  nor 
would  they,  as  a  body,  subject  to  annual  fluctuation,  have  the 
same  interest  in  the  management,  or  be  under  the  same  respon¬ 
sibility,  as  those  whose  appointment  would  be  more  permanent, 
as  it  is  under  the  present  system. 

Further,  having  seen,  by  the  public  papers,  that  serious  im¬ 
putations  have  been  cast  upon  the  management  and  condition  of 
the  District  Lunatic  Asylums  throughout  Ireland  generally, 
and  those  imputations  having  been  founded  on  the  Report  of 
the  Commissioners,  your  Petitioners,  on  this  account,  specially 
appeal  to  the  justice  of  your  honourable  House  to  be  permitted 
to  offer  evidence  before  the  Committee  in  refutation  of  those 
imputations,  most  injuriously  and  unfoundedly  affecting — by 
implication,  at  least — the  Asylum  under  your  Petitioners  charge, 
to  which,  by  their  attendance  on  Board  Meetings  and  vigilant 
inspections,  they  have  devoted — as  public  and  official  records 
will  prove — the  greatest  and  most  persevering  care. 

Your  Petitioners  humbly  solicit  the  attention  of  your  honour¬ 
able  House  to  the  fact  that,  so  far  from  the  District  Asylums 
in  Ireland  having  failed,  as  the  Commissioners  insinuate,  to 
effect  the  objects  for  which  they  were  established,  it  has  been 
recently  shewn,  from  a  source  the  most  disinterested  as  well  as 
of  the  highest  professional  authority  in  these  countries  in  all 
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matters  connected  with  Insanity — namely  —  The  Quarterly 
Journal  of  Psychological  Medicine ,  edited  by  Dr.  Forbes 
Winslow,  that,  after  an  examination  of  the  Returns  given  in 
the  very  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry,  the  Irish 
District  Asylums  bear  the  most  favourable  comparison  with 
the  English  County  Asylums,  as  to  recoveries  and  deaths — the 
true  tests  of  the  successful  working  of  such  Institutions. 

In  confirmation  of  the  foregoing  statement,  your  Petitioners 
give  the  following  extract  from  the  above-named  publication, 
contained  in  its  issue  for  the  month  of  January,  1859,  viz.  : — 

“  It  is  a  somewhat  singular  fact,  that,  while  the  Commissioners 
have,  throughout  their  Report,  kept  constantly  the  great  pro¬ 
position  in  view  that  an  Asylum  should  be  an  Institution  for  the 
treatment,  as  well  as  for  the  retention  of  the  insane,  they  should 
have  altogether  passed  over,  without  observation,  the  data 
submitted  to  them,  and  printed  by  them,  in  the  Appendix  to  the 
Report,  which  indicate  the  character  of  the  Asylums  of  Ireland 
as  curative  Institutions  for  the  Insane.  When  these  data— so 
important  to  a  right  knowledge  of  the  subject  of  investigation — 
are  examined,  a  suspicion  is  excited  that  the  generally  unfavour¬ 
able  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  upon  the  District  Asylums 
arises,  in  no  small  degree,  from  their  having  raised  a  false 
standard  of  comparison.  We  do  not  desire,  for  a  moment,  to 
convey  an  impression  that  we  in  any  way  approve,  or  would 
wish  the  continuance  of  those  irregularities  and  defects  in 
management  that  the  Commissioners  report ;  but  the  omission 
upon  their  part  of  any  allusion  to  the  most  creditable,  as  well 
as  most  important  feature  of  the  Asylum  returns  is  a  circum¬ 
stance  much  to  be  regretted. 

“  From  the  tables  of  admissions  and  discharges  of  the  diffe¬ 
rent  District  Asylums,  it  would  appear  that  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  recoveries,  calculated  on  the  admissions,  for  the 
whole  of  the  District  Asylums,  on  an  average  of  five 
years  (1852-56),  was  39’2  per  cent.;  and  that  the  mortality 
of  the  same  Asylums,  calculated  upon  the  whole  number  of 
insane  within  them,  during  the  same  period,  was  10*5  per  cent. 
These  proportions,  both  of  recoveries  and  deaths,  compare  very 
favourably  with  those  occurring  in  English  County  Asylums, 
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the  mortality  being  below,  and  the  recoveries  almost  equal  to, 
the  proportions  found  in  those  Institutions.” 

That,  until  the  year  1854,  when  Chaplains  were  admitted 
into  this  Asylum,  in  deference  to  the  wish  of  the  Lord  Lieu¬ 
tenant  of  Ireland,  this  Institution  stood  very  considerably  in 
advance  of  any  in  Ireland,  having  Chaplains,  in  its  per 
centage  of  cases  cured  and  relieved. 

During  the  two  years,  however,  in  which  Chaplains  officiated 
herein,  from  the  excitement  produced  by  their  attendance  on 
the  Patients,  and  other  causes  connected  therewith,  the  per 
centage  of  cures  became  diminished  to  the  extent  of  one- 
third  at  least ;  but,  since  the  discontinuance  of  Chaplains 
for  the  last  three  years,  this  Institution  has  recovered  its  dis¬ 
tinguished  position  in  regard  to  the  number  of  those  cured  and 
relieved. 

Petitioners,  therefore,  without  desiring  to  interfere  with  the 
management  of  other  Asylums,  most  respectfully  solicit  that,  in 
any  Bill  which  may  pass  your  honourable  House,  the 
appointment  of  Chaplains  shall  be  left  exclusively  to  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Governors  for  the  time  being— in  making 
which  request  they  are  sustained  by  the  repeated  and  unani¬ 
mous  declarations  of  the  Grand  Juries  of  the  three  Counties  with 
which  this  Asylum  is  connected. 

Your  Petitioners,  nevertheless,  deeply  sensible  of  the  great 
value  of  the  existing  public  Institutions  for  the  Insane  in 
Ireland,  and  of  their  usefulness  being  increased,  do  not  hesitate 
to  admit  that  they  are  susceptible  of  improvement  in 
several  respects  ;  especially  in  regard  to  a  better  classification  of 
patients  and  other  important  matters. 

Your  Petitioners,  accordingly,  are  most  desirous  to  see 
their  benevolent  objects  carried  out  to  the  fullest  available 
extent. 

Therefore,  for  the  foregoing  and  other  cogent  reasons,  your 
Petitioners  again  humbly  pray,  that  your  honourable  House  will 
stay  the  further  progress  of  “  The  Lunatic  Poor  (Ireland)  Bill,” 
give  power  to  the  Select  Committee  to  summon  witnesses  in 
regard  to  its  provisions,  and  permit  your  Petitioners  to  defend 
their  own  Institution  against  the  heavy  charges  which  have
